Parents in the Chinook’s Edge School Division are about to be hit with new 
fees for in-town busing of students. 

The purpose of the hikes is to manage a burgeoning deficit in transportation 
costs. 

“Chinook’s Edge (School Division) can no longer subsidize in-town busing 
to the extent as has been done in the past," a Chinook’s Edge School Division 
news release says. 

The board made that decision during its April 8 meeting. 

As a result, a fee will be applied to students who live within 2.4 kilometres 
(km) of their assigned school. This fee will be reduced by 50 per cent for stu¬ 
dents in kindergarten to Grade 5 who live between 1.6 and 2.4 km from their 
assigned school. 

A limited number of spaces may be available for students who live within 
the 2.4- km distance. The transportation director will be responsible for man¬ 
aging these spaces. 

Students utilizing these spaces will be charged a maximum of $300 annually 
to a maximum charge of two students per family. 

Students whose primary residence is 2.4 km or further from their assigned 
school will not see any changes, as these students are grant-eligible and 
Chinook’s Edge receives provincial funding to offset busing costs. 

A letter is being distributed to parents of students who use transportation 
services in the Chinook's Edge School Division. It’s posted on the transporta¬ 
tion department website.

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Curling club 
changes boosting 
financial situation

The Didsbury Curling Club’s 
finances have improved over the 
past year, due to changes that were 
made in negotiation with the Town of 
Didsbury before the beginning of the 
2014-15 season. 

The improved financial health of 
the club was shared during its annual 
general meeting on April 8. 

Some of the changes included 
shortening the length of the season 
by one month, allowing the curling 
club to operate its concession dur¬ 
ing events at the arena and increased 
junior membership in the club. 

As a result, the club turned a 
small profit of $2,562.07 on reve¬ 
nues of $66,743.80. The club received 
$26,980.71 in revenue by having the 
bar open during Mountainview Colts 
games this year, something that exec¬ 
utive members say they are eager to 
keep going into the future. 

Another area of focus for the club 
is to continue securing more adver¬ 
tising inside the building and gaining 
more sponsorship for the club. 

“We need sponsorship, money and 
volunteers. (The junior program) 
really reflects good on the club,” 
Shaun Waite, the club’s president, 
told members. 

The club saved about $17,000 in 
utilities this past season over last.

“We’re at least sustaining ourselves 
on this model," said Barry Kreiser, 
the club’s treasurer. 

In reviewing the past year, Waite 
told the assembled members that one 
of the club’s bright spots this year 
was the increase in junior member¬ 
ship, which jumped to 37, almost 
doubling from last year. There was 
some general discussion about split¬ 
ting the junior program next year into 
a recreational group and juniors who 
want to learn the finer points of the 
game and compete at a few bonspiels 
in the future. 

“We need to continue to build our 
junior program because they are our 
future curlers,” he said. “We want 
to build it and make it better. We 
can’t lose the ground that we that we 
gained.” 

Following the conclusion of the 
meeting, Waite said a slight increase 
in general membership to 180 was 
one factor that helped the club into 
the black, as well as turning the

kitchen duties over to town staff and 
the renegotiation of the building’s 
lease from the municipality. But the 
club would welcome more general 
members. 

The club had several family fun 
nights over the past year that invited 
families to come and try the sport. 
Generally, those events were suc¬ 
cessful. 

“Once you get familiar with the 
facility, then you feel more welcome 
here and once you feel more wel¬ 
come here, then hopefully that will 
get you more interested. Because 
once you get down on the ice, curl¬ 
ing’s a fun game,” he said. 

Waite said by splitting the junior

Budgeting for 
debt repayment 

After seven years of fed¬ 
eral deficits following the 
2008 economic downturn and 
subsequent massive stimulus 
binge, the federal govern¬ 
ment is finally on track to be 
back in the black. While this 
is long overdue, the govern¬ 
ment should be applauded 
nonetheless. 

But while balancing the 
budget is an important mile¬ 
stone, it is only a small part 
of the big picture. Balancing 
the budget simply means no 
more deficits. But the conse¬ 
quences of the past seven deficits are still with us: 
their cumulative effect has been to saddle Canadians 
with more than $150 billion in federal debt, for a 
grand total of around $614 billion. That’s more than 
$17,000 for every single man, woman and child in 
Canada. 

To put the consequences in perspective, in 2014 the 
government paid more than $28 billion in interest and 
other service payments on the debt. That’s $28 billion 
that can’t be spent on anything else, or returned to 
the pockets of Canadians. It’s the equivalent of 10 per 
cent of all government spending - more than is spent 
on any single federal government department. 

This debt is a burden that was largely incurred 
over the last 40 years, and it will take at least as long 
to get rid of it. If the government paid $5 billion a 
year, indexed to inflation, it would take 66 years to 
pay it all off. (Although if they also budgeted to use 
the money saved in lower interest costs towards the 
debt, they could get it down to about 46 years.) 

As a rule, whenever a government is left with a sur¬ 
plus, that surplus is applied to outstanding debt. This 
is how the federal government managed to pay down 
$105 billion in debt between 1997 and 2008. However, 
relying on surpluses to lower the debt is trouble¬ 
some. The problem is that even when governments 
find themselves with extra money the temptation is 
always to spend it before it can be used to pay down 
debt. It’s the government equivalent of blowing your 
unexpected new raise on some fancy new electronics 
or an impromptu trip to the mall, rather than paying 
down the balance on your boring old credit card. 

The invisibility of debt to the average Canadian 
belies the huge burden it places on all of us, and 
also hides the lost opportunities that less debt would 
create: lower costs, lower taxes and more money 
for other priorities. So how can governments help 
expose the debt and create pressure to eliminate it? 

The solution lies in legislating debt repayment as a 
budgeted, line item expense just like any other gov¬ 
ernment expense, to ensure that minimum amounts 
go towards repayment each year. Finance, Health, 
Defence: the costs for these departments are all 
anticipated and planned for. The competing needs of 
each are weighed against each other, and the govern¬ 
ment must then decide where to allocate money. By 
legislating a line item for debt, it would ensure debt is 
treated as a real, live issue by politicians as opposed 
to an afterthought to be dealt with only if the cup¬ 
board isn’t bare at the end of the year. 

The Harper government has taken a critical first 
step in getting the books balanced. What better 
way for them to signal their serious commitment to 
tackling the longer term problem then codifying debt 
repayment in legislation?

Process on potential civic centre should 
be ‘open and inclusionary’ 


Re: New civic centre for 
Didsbury 

I have reviewed the committee 
minutes relating to the proposal 
for a new civic centre in Didsbury. 
The minutes of the March 16, 2015 
committee meeting tasks for the 
March 31 meeting “...review of 
available locations for a building 
and return with the benefits and 
downsides to each proposed loca¬ 
tion." I respectfully believe you 
will agree after consideration of 
due process expected of coun¬ 
cil by the electorate, the lack of 
quantitative analysis presented 
to council in this matter, plus 
without a thoughtful community 
engagement process including all 
stakeholders, that this committee 
is putting the proverbial cart well 
in front of the horse. 

I submit to you the following: 

As a matter of a transparent pro¬ 
cess, residents of Didsbury would 
be well served if it was council as 
a whole that struck a committee 
with clear terms of reference and 
processes to quantitatively evalu¬ 
ate and report on the following. 
Such committee to include repre¬ 
sentation of all stakeholders: 

-the existing civic infrastruc¬ 
ture (e.g. location, square footage, 
rental and operating costs plus 
other pertinent details). 

-a needs assessment to include: 
-renovating and reconfiguring 
existing civic infrastructure, plus 
the construction of additional 


specific purpose spaces (e.g. con¬ 
struction of a new library/public 
space with town offices expanded 
into vacated library space). 

-possible construction of a new 
civic centre. 

Civic governance with processes 
that are inclusionary, as opposed 
to those exclusionary and pater¬ 
nalistic in nature, always seems 
to result in more positive com¬ 
munity engagement. Council may 
find there are eminently qualified 
Didsbury residents with expertise 
and experience that would add 
value to the process. 

Good building design starts 
with the ability to visualize and 
communicate desired elements 
of function, structure and form, 
resulting in space that is an archi¬ 
tectural delight - spaces that are 
practical, visually appealing, sur¬ 
prise and inspire. 

Stakeholders might find learn¬ 
ing experiences such as follows 
of value: 

An invitation to a number of 
architects and builders of pub¬ 
lic spaces for a panel discussion 
on design elements stakeholders 
should be considering in their 
design process. 

In the near past a number of 
public infrastructures (town halls, 
libraries) in Central Alberta have 
been completed. The “design to 
build” experiences from these 
projects would also be a valuable 
learning experience. 


The Alberta Community Facility 
Enhancement Program (CFEP) 
provides an interesting opportu¬ 
nity. Municipalities are not eligible 
for CFEP grants, but the following 
organizations are: 

Child & Family Services 
Authorities 

Those governed by the Libraries 
Act 

Part 9 of the Income Tax Act

costs the following year) maxi¬ 
mizes access to dollar matching 
grants up to $125,000 per project/ 
fiscal year. 

Furthermore, the minister of 
Culture and Community Spirit 
has some discretion in approving 
applications above $125,000 (pri¬ 
ority to projects over $200,000, 
and may include multi-year fund¬ 
ing) where there is strong commu¬ 
nity support and applicants dem¬ 
onstrate the project potential and 
vital contribution. Didsbury coun¬ 
cil meeting minutes illustrate the 
impact the library and other non¬ 
municipal organisations have on 
Didsbury/Mountain View County. 
An opportunity exists to leverage 
this impact for funding of library/ 
public spaces as identified above.

“What he did was give 
us a five-movement 
piece but each of the 
movements is based 
on one of the cities 
that we’re stopping 
in,” Wassmer said.

The tour starts in 
Madrid, then goes 
to Grenada, Sevilla, 
Valencia and Barcelona. 
Seventy-five of the 
roughly 90 students in 
the Symphonic Winds 
band are travelling, 
playing in those four 
cities. The band is made 
up of grades 10 to 12 
students. Grade 10 stu¬ 
dents go to a festival 
annually in Moose Jaw, 
while Grade 11 students 
will have previously 
been to Moose Jaw, 
then Seattle in Grade 11 
and Grade 12 students 
would have been on the 
previous two trips, plus 
one to Whistler to per¬ 
form.
